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W hy the Blood T est 


Is Impractical in the Control of Bang’s Disease

mming up an exhaustive study made 
Bi br pa Bea in 1930 I made the follow- 
ing statements with reference to the effi- 
ciency of the blood test as used in the con- 
trol of Bang’s disease: ; 

(1) “The blood test as now developed is 
satisfactory only as a herd test to deter- 
mine whether the disease is present. It is 
not suitable as an individual test to be used 
with each animal for the purpose of detect- 
ing the presence of the disease. 

(2) “That undue prominence has _ been 
given to the value of the blood test with the 
result that a false value has been placed 
upon it. ’ ' 

(3) “That there is need for a more ef- 

fective test to determine the infected ani- 
mals and one that can be applied to the 
animals themselves such as the tuberculin 
test.” 
With the rapid and consistent growth of 
opposition against the blood test the last 
few years as used in the control of Bang’s 
disease, it is evident that the above conclu- 
sions are as sound today as they were then. 
Because of this growing opposition to the 
blood test as it has been used for detecting 
animals that were later submitted to 
slaughter in an effort to clean up Bang’s in- 
fected herds, the experience through the 
years has indicated definitely that this di- 
sease is rapidly increasing and that even in 
those states where great efforts have been 
made to control it by blood testing and 
slaughtering reacting animals little or no 
progress has been made. 

It is quite noticeable that of late years 
live stock control officials and experimental 
workers have made very little effort to 
check results secured between different 
laboratories in making the blood test on du- 
plicate samples. Apparently the reason 
they have not done this is because it is im- 
possible to get a sufficiently large percen- 
tage of agreements to indicate that this 
test is practical. 

Since such a large number of experiment 
workers and state live stock control officials 
have been working with this blood test for 
Many years and attempting to discover 
ways and means of improving its practic- 
abiltiy, it is evident that they are not of the 
opinion that this test is likely to become as 
practical at is should be, particularly for the 
determination of Bang’s disease in individ- 
ual animals or they would have given more 
prominence to any experimental work being 
done along such lines. 

One interesting observation in this con- 
nection is the fact that it is somewhat dif- 
ficult to get reports from some of those 
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states which have been strong advocates of 
the blood test and slaughter method in the 
control of Bang’s disease. Some of those 
states have had this plan for such a number 
of years that they should have their states 
practically free from this disease, and yet 
in most instances only a few hundred herds 
at most are free from the disease after 
many years with their program of blood 
test and slaughter of infected animals as 
indicated by the blood test. 


VARIATIONS IN RESULTS OF BLOOD 
TESTS BETWEEN LABORATORIES 
One of the best known research workers 

in Bang’s disease was the late Dr. Fitch, of 
the University of Minnesota, and in an ef- 
fort to determine the efficiency of the blood 
test as shown by the testing of duplicate 
samples between different laboratories he 
submitted thirty blood samples to four dif- 
ferent laboratories, and there were only 
eight samples out of the total of thirty that 
were reported upon uniformly by all the 
laboratories. A second series of thirty 
blood samples was sent to eight labora- 
tories, with the result that not a single lab- 
oratory reported the same reaction on any 
one sample. 

Dr. Fitch then called a meeting of the 
various directors of several laboratories and 
it was agreed to standardize the antigen or 
test fluid used in the testing of blood sam- 
ples against Bang’s disease. After the test 
fluid or antigens were standardized accord- 
ing to the formula agreed upon, Dr. Fitch 
again prepared thirty-four blood samples 
and submitted to four of the laboratories 
and the U. S. Department of Agriculture’s 
laboratory, making five in all, and among 
this number only thirteen samples were in 
agreement between the five laboratories or 
an agreement of 40%. In further efforts 
to secure agreement between laboratories 
twenty additional samples were sent to 
these same five laboratories, with the result 
that only nine of these samples were 
in agreement between the _ labora- 
tories. 

Another series of blood samples 
was submitted by Dr. Powers, a veter- 
inarian in Connecticut, in an effort to 
determine the possible variation, if

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any, between different laboratories when 
testing blood samples against Bang’s di- 
sease. Dr. Powers sent blood samples from 
seventy-one head of cattle to one laboratory 
which gave a report of fifty-three negative, 
ten positive and eight suspicious reactors. 

From this herd there were sold the ten 
positive reactors and two of the eight sus- 
picious reactors, leaving the fifty-three 
negative and six suspicious reactors in the 
herd. The six suspicious reacting cows 
were isolated and kept in quarantine from 
the negative cows, and they were to be test- 
ed fifteen days after they had calved. 

It was decided to retest these fifty-nine 
head of cattle remaining, and upon doing so 
there were found a total of thirteen head of 
positive and suspicious reactors, leaving a 
net of forty-six head which would have been 
admitted to states requiring the blood test. 
Later retests showed five negative cows out 
of the original six suspicious cows retained 
from the first test. 

Blood tests were prepared by Dr. 
Powers from eighteen cows in this herd in 
which there had been no agreement in pre- 
vious tests, and these were sent to four 
laboratories, one of which was the original 
laboratory making the first series of blood 
tests, with the result that eleven of these 
eighteen samples showed negative by each 
laboratory, or an agreement of 61%. From 
another lot of blood samples taken from 
twelve cows and submitted to three labora- 
tories there was not a single agreement on 
any one animal between three laboratories. 

As far as we can determine, blood tests, 
if and when checked between various lab- 
oratories today, would be expected to show 
similar variation, which certainly indicates 
conclusively that this blood test is not at 
all reliable.

The Outlook 


With the constantly increasing number 
of men going into training and the likewise 
constantly increasing number of men going 
into defense and production employment 
there is every reason in the world to believe 
that the demand for beef will increase ac- 
cordingly, for after all beef is the people’s 
choice of meats. The beef cattle population 
of this country has not increased beyond its 
ability to produce the required tonnage of 
finished products. It therefore stands to 
reason that the supply must be increased in 
the next few years ahead in order to avoid 
importation. As a matter of fact the United 
States government has already placed large 
orders for foreign canned meats with which 
to feed a portion of its army. This is a 
situation that should not exist. The vast 
cattle growing area of this country should 
be able to supply our needs, and undoubted- 
ly will. With corn pegged at its present 
level our government must, and will of 
course, patronize home industry in order to 
make it possible for the American farmer 
to maintain his balance in our economic pro- 
gram. Better beef is the crying need of the 
hour as it ever will be. The growing of 
high class beef is a business that requires 
constant improvement in quality, feeding 
ability and palatability. That means that 
better bulls must be used in ever increasing 
numbers. The trend points toward the use 
more and more of high class Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls in the production of the nation’s 
feeder cattle supply. Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
are working almost unbelievable improve- 
ment in the grade beef cattle areas where 
they are being put in service. This is true 
in the East, in the South, in the West, in the 
North and upon the farms in the corn belt 
area as well.

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A Visit to Argentina 


Sse s.. And Some of My Impressions of that Great Country 


ESTANICA Our first day at “La 
“LA CELINA” Celina” (Sunday) was 

rainy, and as a result 
most of it was spent indoors. But in such 
congenial company the time passed quickly 
and pleasantly. To the great pleasure of 
everyone, the next day 


the general herd or otherwise disposed of.

Puros por cruza herds furnish a _ good 
market for bulls from the pedigreed herds, 
because none but registered sires 
can be used in them.

dawned clear and we were

from the puros por cruza_ herds 
that many of the bulls used in the 
general or commercial herds are 
drawn. I heard some criticism of 
the puros por cruza work on the 
grounds that these herds hindered 
the sale of purebred bulls, but I 
think that the idea is quite gen- 
erally accepted in Argentina as a 
good one, and that no one would 
like to see it discontinued. At 
least this is true of Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders. And all of those 
whom we visited maintain the 
three classes of cattle I have men- 
tioned. In addition, some of them 
were feeders of steers which were 
purchased elswhere. And _ some- 
times these steers were of mixed 
breeds, just as some of our com- 
mercial feeders feed steers of dif- 


or whether they were pedi- 
greed or puros por cruza. 

It might be well to ex- 
plain here the requirements for a puros por 
cruza rating. In Argentina there are three 
classes of beef cattle, pedigreed, puros por 
cruza, and general. The general herds com- 
pare with our commercial herds, and, of 
course, the pedigreed herds are the same as 
our pure bred herds. But we have nothing 
that corresponds with the puros por cruza 
herds. Some of the puros por cruza herds 
which we saw in Argentina compared very 
favorably in quality to the pedigreed herds, 
and the qualifications for a puros por cruza 
rating furnish the reasons for this. First, 
in order to qualify for this recognition, the 
animals must have had a certain number of 
pure bred sire crosses of the breed they 
represent. If my memory serves me cor- 
rectly, ten such crosses are necessary. But 
We saw some puros por cruza herds which 
represented more than forty pure crosses. 
Another reason for the high average qual- 
ity of these herds is that this breeding pro- 
gram is carried on under the supervision 
of the Rural Society. And competent 
judges employed by that society inspect the 
herds at regular intervals and discard ani- 
mals which do not measure up to a certain 
standard. Such animals are relegated to 


ferent breeds. This was true at 


OTTO V. BATTLES “La Celina”, where we saw several 


thousand head of steers—mostly 
Aberdeen-Angus, but also some Shorthorns 
and Herefords being prepared for market. 


In the pampa country, known as_ the 
cereal and live stock zone, which I described 
in a previous article, there is what is known 
as the breeding country and the feeding 
country, just as in our country we have the 
western range lands, where scarcely no 
feeding is done, and the corn belt states, 
where both breeding and feeding are carried 
on successfully, but which also draws many 
thousands of feeder calves every year from 
the strictly producing areas. The Argen- 
tine situation is not an exact parallel to our 
method, however, and for two reasons, one 
being that Argentine cattle are not fattened 
on grain as is the case with our own. And 
the other is that the Argentine feeder 
calves are not produced under conditions 
even similar to those of our western ranges. 
In fact, the only difference I could see be- 
tween what is known as the breeding area 
and the feeding area in Argentina was that 
in the latter, soil and climatic conditions are 
more favorable to the growing of alfalfa, 
which is used quite extensively as grazing 
for fattening purposes, and that other pas- 
ture grasses which thrive in that favored 
section contain more fatten- 
ing power than those which 
are produced elsewhere. At 
any rate, the results are the 
proof of the pudding. And 
I was convinced by my own 
observations on the estan- 
cias and later at the pack- 
ing plants on La Plata that 
cattle really do get fat by 
grazing in this area, fully 
as well finished as our 
ninety or one hundred-day

country, the bulk of the cattle in ae 
are now marketed young, as baby beef ina 
to speak. When I was shown through "the 
Smithfield market in London a number ; 
years ago, I was amazed at the size of th 
beef carcasses that were then arriving fro : 
the Argentine. And upon expressin = 
surprise, I was told that the English pre 
ferred beef from heavy and well-matured 
steers. And my English friends discounted 
my prophecy that the time would come 
when Britains would be won over to baby 
beef. They stuck to their point that the 
older and heavier beef had a better flayo; 
and this was a matter I would not argue 
with them. In fact, I am inclined to agree 
that they were right, as far as flavor goes 
When I was in Argentina last summer, how. 
ever, I found to my satisfaction, that the 
prediction I had made at Smithfield had 
materialized, because no carcass weighing 
in excess of 640 pounds would then be a. 
cepted for export to England. Those over 
that weight are destined for home consump- 
tion or to be canned for shipment abroad. 
And as many steers do become over the 
weight to produce such a carcass, and as 
local consumption is limited in comparison 
to the total beef supply of the country, the 
extremely high quality of much of the 
Argentine canned beef is readily accounted 
for. I saw thousands of these prime over- 
weight-for-British export carcasses hanging 
in the coolers of Swift & Co., awaiting their 
turn to be put into cans for shipment to 
nearly all parts of the world, including the 
United States. 

But I have wandered far afield. Retum- 
ing to Estancia “La Celina’, as we explored 
it both on horseback and in motor cars, I 
learned that the 10,067 hectarias (25,167 
acres) lay within the favored breeding and 
feeding area I have described. And al- 
though it was almost entirely devoted to 
live stock, some corn was produced on it. 
At first it seemed strange to me that al- 
though a great deal of corn is grown in Ar- 
gentina, so little of it is used for fattening 
live stock. After I had seen the luxuriant 
year-round pastures, however, and had had 
a chance to observe the quality of the beef 
the pasture grasses produced, I no longer 
wondered why so little grain is fed. 


The pastures which we found at “La 
Celina” (and they were quite typical of 
others which we saw in Argentina) were 
large and extremely well-fenced. They 
were mostly laid out in great squares, with 
a well, a windmill, and a supply tank in 
each corner. These water facilities also 
furnish water for the corresponding corner 
of the adjoining pasture. Strange as it may 
seem, there are hardly any flowing streams 
in the pampas. I was told that in order to 
get the animals in a certain pasture to 
graze its entire erea, only one corner at a 
time is supplied with water, and when the 
surface within a reasonable distance of this 
corner is properly eaten off, its water sup- 
ply is cut off and a windmill is started 
pumping in another corner, toward which 
the animals naturally move for grazing. 
This process is continued until the entire 
pasture has been covered or eaten off. By 
this method the same purpose is achiev 
as is brought about by changing animals 
from time to time from one pasture to an-

2. Baron Quality—was a 
double bred Earl Marshall 
bull, one of the best sons of 
the 1926 International cham- 
pion bull, Quality Marshall. 
The dam of Baron Quality, 
Barbara Mec 36th was pur- 
chased by Scripps for $2,- 
500.00 and was an own daugh- 
ter of Earl Marshall; 

3. Edgar Protest is the sire 
of the 1930 American Royal 
Champion Steer. His sire was 
Imported Edgar of Dalmeny, 
a noted sire of Champions in 
Great Britain before he was 
imported to the United States. The dam of 
Edgar Protest was Pride Protest 6th, Inter- 
national champion female by Earl Marshall. 
This cow has a matchless show record. She 
was shown at five International shows, win- 
ning first in class four times and placing 
second at her fifth show. Her full brother 
was also an International grand champion 
bull. Her full sister, Pride Protest, also was 
first prize winner at Chicago; 

4. Elaine Perfection, 1930 Grand Cham- 
pion bull at Portland, Oregon.

the average breeder, and his herd to-day has many representa

Their Glencarnock Elbas, Juana Ericas 
and Miss Burgess are recognized to be good producing cattle 

In checking through the pedigrees of the two consignments, 
we find much about which detailed comment might be made 
We regret that time, or should we state, the lack of time 
made it impossible to see the consignments from either of these 
herds. Yet, a few pictures of different animals selling were 
secured and if the individuality is as good as the pictures, we 
are certain there will be some rather warm competition before 
all of the cattle are sold on Monday, April 14th. 

To many breeders, the tribes of cattle mean little. Too 
much emphasis may be placed on tribes or families or strains 
or whatever you may wish to call them. Yet, to no less an 
authority than Mr. Kenneth McGregor, president of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, we listened with 
much interest, on a discourse that was concerned solely with the 
“families” or tribes, and strains within a tribe. Mr. McGregor 
should know, we believe that he does, and he recognizes families 
as one of the more important phases in the breeding of pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus or pure bred live stock of any kind. 

There are to be offered a number of nicely bred Glencarnock 
Elbas, a strain of the Ericas that have certainly made a nice 
profit for Hamilton Brothers. We are interested in the profit 
angle of the business, for without it, the business would not 
endure. Glencarnock Elbas have been and are good producing 
cattle. A particularly good Glencarnock Elba that will be 
offered is Elbina 67th 570930, a September 1939 daughter of the 
Juanerra Erica bull, Jantzen and out of a daughter of Eileen- 
mere 6th, he a half brother to the great Eileenmere 4th, sire of, 
or we might state the original Eileenmere from which the many 
Eileenmere show winners have descended. This heifer is ready 
to show, and her picture bears out that statement. She sells 
bred to Eileenton 566478, a grandson of Eileenmere 85th, the 
1935 International grand champion.

All officers and directors who served dur- 
ing the past year were unanimously re- 
elected for the coming year: They are 
President, E. W. Brown, Luverne; Vice- 
President, Kenneth McGregor, Ada; Secre- 
tarv-Treasurer, Clement C. Chase, Pipe- 
stone. These officers are to constitute the 
sales committee for 1941. Directors re- 
elected are as follows: John Kroshus, Per- 
ley; E. H. Schloeman, Mankato; A. M. 
Falkenhagen, Dodge Center; Paul W. 
Abrahamson, Lanesboro.

The first herd bull used was Archie 
Prince, a son of Prince Ito. Outstanding 
herd bulls have always been used in this 
herd, the majority of them coming from 
leading Iowa herds with the Hartley Stock 
Farm supplying the balance. 

The cow herd consists of Eisa Ericas, 
Blackeaps and K. Prides, with the herd at 
the present time numbering over seventy- 
five head.

Seed stock for a breeding herd of cattle 
to be valuable must have more than one 
factor, in fact, it must have type and con- 
formation, a background of good bloodlines 
and quality, and the knowledye that pre- 
ceding generations were good producers. 
Central Illinois breeders have listed in this 
offering a number of bulls and females that 
we consider valuable seed stock. 

Not having the necessary time to see all 
of the herds, we shall comment only briefly 
on any one consignment. Driving into Tim- 
berline Stock Farm, Congerville, we 
found Mr. Lemons, the owner absent, 
but Mr. “Wick” Goodrich, herdsman, 
was present and promptly showed us 
the sale cattle as well as the new herd 
sire, Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d, recently pur- 
chased from Messrs. Peters and Hanes.

Many of our breeders report that they 
are entirely sold out of bulls of serviceable 
age and that they cannot spare any females, 
This indicates a very healthy condition in 
the pure bred cattle business and is very 
gratifying to all engeged in the production 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. There is some 
danger to the breed in this because the 
breeders do not cull their herds closely dur- 
ing such times, and it results in the regis- 
tration of cattle of inferior quality. Our 
breeders should make every effort to main- 
tain a high standard of quality and retain 
for registration only the cattle that conform 
to a high standard. Breeding herds should 
be culled closely; poor breeders, poor in- 
dividuals and old cows that have passed 
their period of usefulness in the herd should 
be eliminated, and sold on the market while 
relatively high prices prevail. 

In reviewing the list of pure-bred Aber- 
deen-Angus sales scheduled for this spring, 
we find a larger number listed than at any 
time during the past two decades. A break- 
down of these sales shows that 29 will be 
held under the auspices of county, district 
or state Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tions. This is extremely gratifying because 
it affords an outlet for cattle from a larger 
number of herds in all parts of the country. 
It should also result in a large number of 
well bred and well prepared cattle being of- 
fered for sale to the buying public. Breed- 
ers consigning cattle to these sales should 
prepare the cattle properly and remember 
that they are advertising their herd with 
the kind of cattle they consign to a public 
sale. Remember every sale is the show 
window of the breed and_ the individual 
herds represented. Make the sample dis- 
play very attractive. (Turn to page bl

Uniform Offering of Quality Breeding Stock for May 5th Sale 


By Gay Quammen 


The major event on the calendar of Mary- 
‘| land Aberdeen-Angus breeders is the annual 
May sale held at Frederick. This will mark 
| the sixth consecutive year that this auction 
has been staged, and according to the infor- 
mation we have, the 1941 event should out- 
do the others. The first sale was staged 
with the thought of promotion of the breed. 
The cattle were selected with that aim in 
view and the same principle has been up- 
held since. Quite naturally the results have 
been satisfactory. The Maryland sales have 
both offered and sold good cattle. The aver- 
age prices have been comparing favorably 
with the prices in any sale in the country. 
The reason, we think, is that top quality has 
been the slogan that these Maryland breed- 
ers have been insistent upon in their offer- 
ings. 
The selection committee reports that the 
first inspection has been made, and that six 
: bulls and fifty females have been selected 
nea for the 1941 sale. The committee reports 
that the type and conformation as well as 
the quality is up to par if not superior to 
the offerings of previous years and that the 
breeding is better. 


The Maryland Association has worked out 
a system that assures the buyers a credit- 
able lot of uniform sale cattle. Each mem- 
ber is requested to nominate the cattle he 
wishes to sell in the sale. An inspection 
committee then visits each herd and con- 
siders the various animals, selecting only 
those that meet the standards set for this 
breed promotional sale. A second and final 
inspection trip is made and some of those 
tentatively accepted are rejected. Lack of 
proper fitting is sufficient cause for rejec- 
tion of an animal and Maryland breeders 
have learned to develop their cattle so that 
they may sell them in the sale. Proper fit- 
ting definitely pays a profit. 

Maryland sales never offer many bulls.

Two or three real old-fashioned snow 
storms have kept us hemmed in during 
the last month. Travel in and out has 
been at an all-time low. But we have 
a neighbor in the adjoining county, Mr, 
George K. Bailey, who pays little or no 
attention to the weather, especially 
when he has Angus eattle or wild 
duck shooting on his mind. He came 
over one day and picked out seven nice 
heifers and promptly bought them. 
They are sired by Black Watch 2d of 
Wickwire 543462, a bull Mr. Bailey 
bred and sold to us and that is now in 
use here at Oldfields as one of our 
main herd sires. He is sired by Evolu- 
tion of Wickwire who was imported in 
dam by Mr. Bailey. The dam of Black 
Watch 2d of Wickwire is a Hartley 
Buxom Maid Miss Burgess by Revolu- 
tion of Page 11th, second dam by Ed- 
ward Glencarnock and third dam_ by 
Blackcap Revolution. The group of 
heifers selected by Mr, Bailey includes 
a couple of Elbas, a Blackecap, an En- 
chantress Erica, and a Queen Mother 
that are especially attractive. All their 
dams are strongly bred along Blackcap 
Revolution lines—characteristic of our 
entire breeding herd. 


Our herd is both Bang and T, B. ac- 
credited. Fortunately, we have never 
had a reactor to either test. But we 
believe that the method of calfhood vac- 
cination against bang disease is worth 
a trial and have accordingly vaccinated 
our young, open heifers, one hundred 
fifty-four head of them in the bunch. 
To buyers desiring vaccinated heifers, 
we are, therefore, in a position to of- 
fer a good selection, all vaccinated and 
ready to go. Another .management 
practice—one that we have followed 
from the time our herd was established 
—makes for easy and accurate keeping 
of records and seems to appeal to buy- 
ers of our cattle and that is that every 
cow, calf, bull, and steer on the place, 
and there are nearly six hundred of 
them, carries a tattoo mark. Every 
calf is tattooed before it is weaned. 
Permanent ear marks certainly take the 
guess-work out of identification ques- 
tions. Our hog-tight, bull-strong fences 
keep them from mixing up in the pas- 
tures, all to the end that our customers 
are assured the greatest accuracy that 
it is possible for us to build into the 
records and pedigrees that go with our 
cattle. 


A few young calves are putting in 
their appearance. Looks like a good 
crop in prospect. This year we will 
have more room for them, with the 
farm recently acquired across the road 
to be given over largely to pasture use. 
We are fixing up the barns, sheds, and 
fences, building a silo or two, putting 
in some new _ seeding, and making 
things ready in general for handling a 
portion of the herd there, Our cow herd 
has wintered fairly well but like every- 
one in the cattle business, we will be 
glad to bid Old Man Winter good-bye 
and welcome spring. It will not be 
long now. Always a sure sign here at 
Oldfields is the arrival of the Perch- 
eron foals. Already we have half a 
dozen of these young chaps with about 
a dozen more to come.

Elba 
3d of Strathmore 467214 is one of the high- 
ly prized breeding matrons at the Hanna 
Stock Farms, she being a daughter of Elba 
Harrison 4th and Revolution 81st a many 
times champion son of Blackcap Revolution. 
If you like a concentration of Blackcap 
Revolution breeding here it is. 

Bandolier of Anoka 8th 527553, a full 
brother to Bandolier of Anoka, junior cham- 
pion at the 1932 International and the sire 


for the development of the herd. 
Not only were they particular as to 
the individuality but they were just 
as careful in their blood line selec- 
tions. The individuals being out- 
standing alone did not suffice, they 
must be outstanding and they must 
be well bred. This is, the tabulations 
when scrutinized must be filled with 
both cows and bulls of the highest 
merit and with records of perfor- 
mance. As a result, and following a 
strict culling program, nothing but 
the best remained in the herd at the 
time of Mr. Malkow’s passing. 

Many and frequent were my visits 
to this plant, each time to discover 
improvement somewhere along the 
line. Almost as often finding a new- 
comer had been added after she had 
passed the rigid requirements of 
both men, for they worked together 
ideally at all times. Just where to 
start telling about this offering is 
rather difficult to decide, however as 
so very much depends upon the right 
use of the right bull or bulls, it may be 
proper to say a few things about the great 
battery of herd bulls in the Lonjac herd.

oe and arrived at the meeting in 
the court house about fifteen minutes late 
for it was scheduled for seven-thirty. 

None of the sale committee, consisting of 
Ivo Frank, Curtis Eastwood and Charles 
Schubert, nor Bill or I expected to see the 
crowd that had gathered for this Central 
Missouri Aberdeen-Angus Breeders meet- 
ing, for the little court room was nearly 
full, rather a shock for Curtis Eastwood, 
who was to preside at the meeting, but he 
took it in good stride and welcomed them 
to the meeting and started putting the 
speakers before them, Bill first, then me, 
Bert Powell, Prof. Trowbridge and Prof. 
Comfort followed, then talks from several 
breeders, the session ending with a regular 
open discussion meeting to carry on the 
business of the association. 

I wish that it had been possible to record 
Bill’s good talk for in my opinion it was the 
best talk I had ever heard him deliver at 
any meeting attended by both of us, and 
that has included a good many such breed- 
ers gatherings. The talk may have cut just 
a little around the edges, but if so the 
breeders were very open minded and we 
really believe the talk did some real good 
for the sale, for after the meeting proper 
started several of the breeders, whose herds 
we had visited earlier that day got to their 
feet and offered to let the sale committee 
make other selections from their herds to 
improve the general quality of the offering 
and to furnish more females for this sale. 

It is impossible to talk of the merits of 
any one herd visited that day, it would not 
be fair to the group as a whole to talk of 
any one, or two herds, but all the cattle we 
saw were cattle that would make real ad- 
ditions to any herd and they are all well 
bred, in plenty good shape for sale and cat- 
tle you will like sale day I am sure. 

This meeting was a long one, Bill and I 
left after mid-night and drove to Columbia, 
where we put in some time reading the 
papers before going to sleep and it must 
have been two in the morning before we 
finally shut our eyes. Twenty-two hours 
since we left Kirksville and we were both 
tired, and we had promised to see the Epple 
herd and the college cattle before leaving 
for Fayette. 

Sunday morning Mr. Epple called our 
room and asked us over for the noon meal, 
we were glad to accept and drove over to 
the house where we talked cattle until time 
to eat, after which Mr. Epple called Prof. 
Comfort and arranged to pick him up on our 
way out to the farm that afternoon. We 
did not start until about two o’clock and 
it was after seven o’clock when we got 
back to the hotel for we spent quite a bit 
of time looking at the Oak Ridge Stock 
Farms herd and were much interested in 
the later additions that have been made to 
that herd, including the good Hopley heifer,

for she had not yet arrived, but knew she 
was doing all right for Mr. and Mrs. Epple 
had recently returned from a week end visit 
to the Hollinger farm. 

The calves at Oak Ridge are very uniform 
youngsters. They have a real start now in 
the business and they will continue to biuld 
that herd to be one of the best herds in 
Missouri, if not the best. 

The College herd looked as always, well 
fitted and well groomed, for most all of the 
animals are used for some class work, thus 
being used to strangers we were able to get 
right next to them out in the lots. Most 
all of the college cattle are of their college 
Blackbird family, a strain they have been 
working on for a long, long time and they 
have some real outstanding young females 
coming on, and they are putting a couple 
of the best ones in this auction. 

It was getting toward the end of the 
afternoon, but Mr. Epple suggested driving 
out to Doctor Dexhiemer’s farm and seeing 
his cattle, which we did and found Doc’s 
jovial smile awaiting our arrival. Doctor 
Dexhiemer is perhaps the newest pure bred 
breeder in the Central Missouri group to 
switch from grade cattle to Aberdeen-Angus. 
He had purchased a farm right on the paved 
road north of Columbia about twenty miles, 
not so long ago, and it was evident that a 
lot of work was being done in the way of 
replacing fences and that a lot more work 
was needed to make it over into a good 
cattle farm, for it was a typical Missouri 
farm with innumerable small buildings un- 
suitable for cattle. The good Doctor still 
has some grade cattle and expects to replace 
them with pure breds as fast as possible and 
to this end has been adding some of the 
better lines of cattle from the pure bred 
herds of this section. His cattle are thin, 
but like all newcomers to the business he 
will soon eliminate that factor when his 
farm is converted as it will be to handle 
them right. 

In all we were well pleased that we visit- 
ed as many herds as we did in Central 
Missouri and only wished that we could 
have paid every herd a visit, but this was 
impossible for we were due to be at the 
Howard County tour the next morning, and 
to attend the Howard County meeting in the 
evening after the tour.

the good ones either. It is fun to visit with 
such a group for each breeder is very much 
interested in what his neighbor raises and 
is glad to see him raise individuals better 
than their own, for there seems to be no 
rivalry .among these boys as everyone pro- 
motes the other’s herds. 

Bill and I arrived at Fayette about eight 
o’clock in the morning, drove directly to Mr. 
Brockman’s store to meet the sale com- 
mittee and found that they had already left 
on the inspection tour, but had left a sche- 
dule of the stops for the morning. Accord- 
ingly we got into the car and headed for 
Mr. McLachlan’s herd, but the committee 
had already been to this farm, which was 
third on their list for the morning’s calls. 
They were really hitting the pike this day, 
so we cut across country hoping to beat 
them to Mr. Brockman’s farm. We arrived 
there to find their cars parked up near the 
barns. We were none too early to join them 
here, but once we got together we made 
good time on the later herds visited. 


So far we had visited the McLachlan farm 
and while we did not know for sure what 
he was putting in the sale we looked at 
everything up near the barns and they were 
all good enough to put in any herd. Those 
Scotchmen certainly know how to feed their 
cattle and this one is no exception. 


Leaving Brockman’s place we drove over 
to see Dan Miller’s herd, and here we had 
a very pleasant surprise. I know Dan will 
not be angry when he reads that his herd 
is much improved over the group of heifers 
he placed in the first. Howard County Sale. 
Dan’s place is way back from the road, and 
we were lucky in that we could drive clear 
back to the herd, for last year it was too 
muddy. This is just a new farm for Dan 
and it will be a real cattle farm, especially 
if the cattle keep improving as they have. 


We left Dan’s and drove to Fayette, run- 
ning out to the R. B. George place just 
north of town and had a look at the bull and 
the heifers. Both Mr. George and Mr. 
Brockman are using good Lonjac bred sires. 
Mr. George using Elbor of Lonjac 22d a 
son of Elbor of Page and Mr. Brockman is 
using General 5th of Lonjac a son of Gen- 
eral 6th of Page. Each is doing a good 
job on these farms and producing some real 
uniform calves. 


It was dinner time and we took time off 
to eat while we were right here at Fayette, 
it also gave Mr. Brockman time to run down 
to his store and see that everything was all 
right. It was only a moment before we 
were off again for the afternoon jaunt. To 
tell the truth I am afraid that I just can’t 
tell all the places we visited this day for 
we moved about in that county at a very 
rapid rate. Mr. McLachlan and Mr. Chas. 
Innes were riding with me and we were 
pretty busy talking, with both of them busy 
giving me signals on when to turn and when 
not to, but I do know we stopped at some 
new places and did not take down the names 
of these places and consequently hate to 
admit it, but can not remember. We did 
stop at several of the older breeders farms. 
If I am not mistaken we stopped at P. C. 
Dennis; Jim Innes; John Coutts; Robert- 
sons; Ben Shipp and John W. Tippett’s 
places before the afternoon was over and 
we saw at all places visited some of the 
best quality cattle we had seen in the entire 
Missouri trip, and these were all home 
grown cattle, with no importations from 
other herds outside the county. It will be a 
grand bunch of cattle and if you miss this

At the Annual Pennsylvania Farm Show, 
which was held at Harrisburg in January a 
new breeder, Mr. Norman L. Davidson of 
Dalkeith Farm, located near Kennett Square, 
Pennsylvania, showed the bull Dalkeith 
Early 597730 to the Junior and Grand 
Championship.

The 
dam of Dalkeith Early is also a Bethel-bred 
animal being Bethel Erica 8th 541037, a 
daughter of Briarcliff Mariner 463320, he 
by Eventuation of Page, 1930 International 
Grand Champion bull. 

We recall visiting the Dalkeith Farm 
about two years ago soon after he bought 
his original foundation, all of which came 
from Bethel Farm and included about a 
dozen females and a bull, Bethel Minolier 
554148, he a son of Bandolier of Anoka 7th, 
a full brother to Bandolier of Anoka 6th, 
the 1937 International Grand Champion bull. 
One of Bethel Minolier’s first calves placed 
first at this same show as a Junior bull calf 
- the herd sire placed first as a two-year- 
old. 

We understand that Rolling Ridge Farm 
of Danboro, Pennsylvania, showed the 
Grand Champion cow as well as a number 
of other firsts for females. We regret that 
we do not have complete information as to 
the particular animals that won.

Beef Cattle Luncheon Farm and Home 
Week February 11, 1941. 


One of the many pleasant occasions in 
connection with the recent Farm and Home 
Week was the official beef cattle luncheon 
for our visitors interested in beef cattle pro- 
duction, sale and marketing. 


About six years ago eight men partook 
of a little luncheon at the then Forest Home 
Inn, and six years later some one hundred 
and forty sat down to the beef cattle lunch- 
eon in the Memorial Room of Willard 
Straight Hall, Farm and Home Week of 
1941. Six years ago it was scarcely worth 
while to try to get anyone as a speaker for 
this luncheon, whereas this year the beef 
cattle breeders themselves from among 
their own numbers furnished all the speak- 
ers present excepting the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, the Honorable H. V. Noyes. 

One who has followed the difficulties of 
beef cattle in the North Atlantic States can- 
not help but notice this change. And this 
change has taken place in spite of the fact 
that the interest in the beef cattle industry 
on the part of our farmers has been much 
discouraged. Probably few have been back 
of this change more completely than has 
Professor R. B. Hinman, in charge of beef 
cattle work at this Institution. But the 
credit for the change that has taken place 
cannot all be given to him. Without fully 
realizing it the beef cattle farmers of the 
state have themselves taken hold of the in- 
dustry and this year among the speakers 
were two master farmers who had been pre- 
viously awarded for their work with dairy 
eattle and cash crops.

* Our reaction to the conversation we had 
with Mr. Jackson is that he does not expect 
his breeding herd to pay a great dividend 
until he has had a few years’ time in which 
to educate his Southern neighbors to the 
value of Aberdeen-Angus cattle over other 
breeds. In purchasing a foundation breed- 
ing herd, he selected them carefully in 
order that he might have both top individ- 
uality and representatives of the different 
strains or tribes of the breed that are 
known to be good producing cattle.

Eastern Association Holds Annual Meeting 


The Eastern States Aberdeen-Angus Bree- 
ders’ Association held their annual meeting 
at Cornell University, Ithaca, New York on 
February 11th during Farmers’ Week. Ac- 
cording to the letter which we have received 
from Professor R. B. Hinman of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry at Cornell, there 
was much interest and enthusiasm on the 
part of the attending breeders. Professor 
Hinman has long been one of, if not the 
leading exponent of beef cattle in New York 
state and we like to think that he has a 
particular spot in his heart for Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

In another communication received, an 
account of which appears in these columns, 
Professor Hinman was honored with a 
little poem dedicated to him at this meeting 
and of which we most certainly approve. 
During the few years that we have visited 
herds in New York and other Atlantic sea- 
board states, we have met but few individ- 
uals who have consistently promoted beef 
cattle more than has Professor Hinman. We 
know that for the past few years he has 
wanted to be relieved of much of the execu- 
tive duties of the Secretary and that office 
was at this annual meeting turned over to 
Professor John I. Miller, also of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry at Cornell Uni- 
versity. 

Among other things considered at the 
meeting was the May 12th sale sponsored 
by the Association and which is annually 
staged in the Livestock Judging Pavilion 
at Cornell. The first of these sales was held 
back in 1937. Since then, we have noted 
that consignors to this particular auction 
have each year brought to Ithaca a better 
group of cattle.

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Mercer County—rn Aberdeenshire of America 


By Hugh McWhorter 


The-annual meeting of the Mercer County 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association was 
held in the office of its President, Mr. 
Paul Graham; Tuesday, January 7th. It 
was attended by thirty members. Annual 
reports were made; they showed an increase 
of $18,000.00 over a year ago. Total sales 
reached $90520.60. 374 registered cattle 
were sold for a total of $74,280.00, an aver- 
age of $198.13 per head. 260 exhibition and 
commercial calves were sold for a total of 
$16,240.60 an average of $62.46 per head. 
The pure bred calves included averaging 
$77.52 or $25.77 per head over the grades. 
Plans for the March 13th sale were com- 
pleted, and the election of officers for the 
ensuing year held. All officers were re- 
elected, with the appointive officers re-ap- 
pointed by Mr. Paul Graham, president. 

Sales made since last reporting were num- 


erous and include the delivering of 260 
calves in Aledo Saturday following the In- 
ternational. They included 124 for John 
Mommsen, a total of 1087 head sold him 
during the past ten years. 30 heifers were 
taken by Amandus Ackeberg Prophetstown, 
lll., for the founding of a commercial herd. 
C. W. Bagnall of Indiana took 54 commer- 
cial calves with the balance going to the 
local feed yards of Chas. Yerkey and the 
Mercer County Home.

That’s real- 
ly some difference. The cost of the care of 
the registered or pure bred cow is no more 
than that of a grade. One must pay a fair 
price for a herd sire for breeding commer- 
cial or registered cattle. It would seem to 
us that more commercial breeders would buy 
registered cows, of good type and get the 
extra dollars. The only extra expense 18 
the original investment for seed stock. The 
average cow will certainly produce a dozen 
calves. At twenty-five dollars more per 
head, the commercial breeder can ill afford 
not to breed pure bred cows. If you want 
proof, get in touch with Hugh McWhorter, 
he both can and will show you the black on 
white records.

It is quite an event for us when an Aber- 
deen-Angus steer wins Grand Championship 
honors for the first time in the history of 
the Houston Show, for there can not be 
many shows of like importance where other 
breeds have been able to stave off a Black 
winner so long. It was a strong show, com- 
petition was keen and there were some real 
competitors in the Hereford and Shorthorn 
entrys. 

This Grand Champion Steer (see cover 
page) was shown by A. H. Spitzer, better 
known to all his many friends as “Tex” and 
derived this nickname for the simple reason 
that he is a Texas boy who changed his 
ways and started right with Aberdeen-An- 
gus. Tex is well known to all Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders for he has been with the 
Tolan show herd for several seasons, is J. 
Garrett’s son-in-law, having just last year 
married Sara Ann Tolan, who has as good 
a record with the blacks as does her prom- 
inent father. 

Purdue Model got his name from Purdue 
University as he was shown at the last In- 
ternational and was champion light weight 
steer at that show, at which time Tolans 
bid him in and took him along with their 
show herd to crown him Grand Champion at 
Houston where he later sold to the Dixon 
Packing Company for $2.00 per pound. 

hat he was a great steer we have no 
doubt for Merle Saxe, our Journal repre- 
sentative in Texas writes, “The quality and 
type of this steer was the finest ever shown 
at the Houston Fat Stock Show, and he had 
some real competition from both Hereford 
and Shorthorns shown”. 

The breeding classes were well represent- 
ed with three full show herds present and 
additional entries in the classes of young 
bulls and heifers. The Grand Champion bull 
of the show was Edmore Bell Boy shown 
by William Williams & Sons, Clarks, Ne- 
braska, and the Junior champion was Ban- 
dolier of Anoka 12th shown by Tolans, who 
also took first in all groups of bulls shown. 

The First places in the females were well 
divided but at the final counting Tolan held 
both the Senior, Junior and Grand Cham- 


pion ribbons. We did not have the name of 
the judge of the breeding classes but did 
know that Arthur McArthur, manager of 
Essar Ranch, San Antonio was judge of the 
steer classes.

Neil E. Johnston, in charge of the vocational 
activities in the local schools at Clarinda is 
the secretary. Before we get going about 
the sale offering we wish to pause to pay 
tribute to the fine work Neil Johnston is 
doing with the young people in the Clarinda 
schools, he not alone directs the activities in 
the vocational division of the schools which 
is a man sized job in itself but he assists 
and advises with the club work that has to 
do with the live stock industry, upon him 
also rests a goodly share of the load evolved 
from his advisory position in the direction 
of the many herds in that area. It is be- 
cause of his constant employment in this 
work that the task of managing the forth- 
coming auction sale has been shifted to the 
shoulders of Mr. Fulk, the sale manager.

Using 
these older good herds as a_ pattern the 
younger men have been able to do them- 
selves a heap of good right in the start by 
being more or less acquainted with what it 
takes to make good Aberdeen-Angus. 

Among the herds that we were able to 
reach was that of Ed Fulk & Son, W. C. Mc- 
Lean & Son, O. H. Steve & Sons, at Clar- 
inda, and Lawrence Varley at Shenandoah. 
We are of course acquainted with the herds 
of F. W. Hoover, at Ellston; M. G. O’Connor, 
at Blockton; the Paymals at Lenox; and R. 
J. Teachout & Sons, at Shenandoah; as well 
as the herds of Leroy Miller, Wm. Standage, 
and the Sundermans at Clarinda. It will be 
an added pleasure to give a more detailed 
description of this offering in the April 
issue. 

However at this time I should like to urge 
those interested in procuring the deep, wide, 
thick, lowset, good headed, straight lined 
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sort of breeding cattle with quality and at- 
tractiveness, to order a copy of the sale 
catalog at once.

tle and give them proper publicity. Bill is 
a strong believer in auction sales as the 
prime factor in the success of any organiza- 
tion or individual as it affords an opportun- 
ity to gain valuation standards for private 
treaty sales, based upon public appraisal at 
these auctions. Besides says Bill an auc- 
tion sale always starts one or more new 
herds in the community in which it occurs. 
The chief speaker for the evening of course 
was President Kenneth McGregor of the

sociation, a life long Aberdeen-Angus en- 
thusiast, having been reared under the en- 
vironment of the famous Canadian breed- 
ing establishment at his father’s Glencar- 
nock farms near Brandon, Manitoba. Ken- 
neth is a graduate of Iowa State College at 
Ames where he spent a year following his 
graduation as a member of the teaching 
staff. With a back ground like this he 
found himself absolutely at ease and at 
home with the subject “Breeding and its 
importance in the Aberdeen-Angus world”. 
Kenneth stressed the importance of know- 
ing one’s cattle intimately, remembering 
the cows and the bulls that nicked best, and 
remembering the tribes that produced the 
top offspring year in and year out. He cited 
many individual bulls and females whose 
tabulations and performance were impress- 
ed deeply upon his mind. 


It was not necessary for the speaker to 
refer to notes for all he had to do was re- 
cite the story as the panorma of outstand- 
ing individual cattle passed in review before 
him. He was able to tell the story in such 
a way that his listeners, and they were 
genuine listeners, for none fell asleep, could 
almost see the individual animals as he des- 
cribed them and their records. Kenneth 
is one of the most interesting and enlighten- 
ing speakers of the day when it comes to 
talking about Aberdeen-Angus cattle. It 
was a shame that eleven o’clock came so 
soon. 


Following the program the members of 
the Eastern Iowa Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
association gathered for a brief business 
session at which matters of importance to 
the members were discussed. There is to 
be a picnic announced later, there will be 
planned tours of the various breeders’ 
farms, and a fall sale, at which the mem- 
bers insist nothing but top cattle will be 
placed on offer.

Prize Get of Sire to W. R. Williams of Lakeland

Pein 2 the work that Mr. Walter 
R. Williams, of Lakeland, Florida, was do- 
ing in the promotion of Aberdeen-Angus 
attle in the state of Florida, as it appeared 

; the Journal following our visit to that 
show some two years ago. How he was 
experimenting with Aberdeen-Angus crosses 
on the native cattle and what splendid re- 
sults were being obtained. On that occasion 
he had on display at the Tampa show first 
and second cross steers in finished condi- 
tion. The first cross steers at one year of 
age were as large or larger than their dams 
and showed a remarkable improvement in 
fleshing ability. The second cross steers, 
from the first cross heifers and by register- 
ed Aberdeen-Angus bulls were very decent 
specimens, their fleshing was much improv- 
ed and the quality quite comparable with 
a great many bullocks grown in the corn 
belt country. Naturally a third and still 
more crosses will within a very few years 
work a remarkable change in the complex- 
ion of the beef cattle of that deep south 
state. The work of Mr. Williams will bring 
directly to the vast number of cattle men 
who run hundreds of thousands of cattle in 
the swamp lands country a clear cut demon- 
stration of what can be done, and how 
quickly the race of native cattle can be di- 
verted to something worth while, and for 
that reason his program is after all one of 
the important enterprises of the age in so 
far as Aberdeen-Angus bulls and their use 
in the South are concerned. Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls are the only bulls of any breed 
that will bring about a hornless head and 
uniform color, features much desired. At

The Club which boasts 
the largest membership of any student or- 
ganization of the campus, feels that in hon- 
oring Kenneth McGregor, they have picked 
one of the most outstanding men who have 
ever been honored in this way.

Agriculture of the Dominion of Canada, and 
R. James Speers, retired stockman of Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba.

~ gx E. Arnold moved from Me- 
toe county, Illinois, to this farm near

heavy milkers. In 1906 he bought his first 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull. The easy 
milking cows were milked while the hard 
milkers and kickers were required to suckle 
two calves apiece. Those cows raising the 
two calves showed the greatest returns at 
weaning time and with a lot less work. The 
steer calves were fed out and the heifer 
calves retained in the herd. 

Since 1906 every bull owned by Mr. Arn- 
old has been a pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus. As the Shorthorn cows were gradually 
eliminated, crossbred heifers filled their 
places. It took some time to breed the day- 
light out from under them but as each suc- 
ceeding generation of heifer calves replaced 
their mothers the breeding herd got closer 
to the ground. 

Around 1910 a program of finishing out 
the calves at a younger age was started. 
Getting the calves, both steers and heifers, 
on grain at weaning time and keeping them 
on full feed throughout the following sum- 
mer they were marketed at about sixteen to 
eighteen months of age. For several years 
this method was practiced. They were al- 
ways shipped to Chicago. Since 1934 inter- 
ior packers have bought them. 

The main reason for keeping cows on this 
good farming land was: (1) to utilize the 
roughage that otherwise would go to waste, 
(2) to produce a high quality feeder calf 
for his own feed lot and eliminate the spec- 
ulative feature of buying feeders annually. 
A minimum acreage of permanent blue 
grass pasture is maintained on the less pro- 
ductive land and each year it is arranged to 
have a field of sweet clover adjoining one 
of these blue grass pastures. Pasturing the 
two types of pasture together does away 
with the bloat problem when sweet clover is 
pastured alone. Pasturing sweet clover 
adds a year to the crop rotation and also 
adds greatly to the productivity of the lana. 
After corn shucking, the cows pasture the 
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bad weather. The cost of carrying each 
cow is small. 

Recent years demand has come for the 
steer calves from 4-H club boys. However, 
only a few have been sold through this 
source as the calves were needed in the feed 
lot at home. 

The past year seven registered females 
have been acquired. Mr. Arnold is now 84 
years old but the transition program is still 
in progress.

angle of approach lies in the ability to get 
more usable food value out of the feed we 
put into our stock. 


Most any of us who are careful enough 
to watch the droppings of our cattle will 
frequently see whole kernels of corn lying 
on the ground in such waste. Thinking «# 
little farther into the matter, we wonder 
if there isn’t more of some other grain like- 
Wise passed out and largely unused by the 
animal. Since this is a subject not likely to 
interest us in too minute investigation, we 
let it pass without doing anything about it. 
This is where most feeders make a mistake 
for it is one of the important corners to be 
watched if one is to get the most profit 
from his feeding. Oone easy solution to the 
problem which some of us take is to let our 
hogs run behind our cattle and get the use 
of whatever corn is dropped. The frequency 
of hog diseases under such methods has led 
others of us to feed cattle exclusively. In 
either case much food is going into channels 
for which it was not intended. Therefore, 
if we can get our cattle to utilize all of the 
feedw they eat, our problem of waste would 
be reduced to a minimum. 


The advent of hybrid corn a few years 
ago and its rapid spread in popularity, has 
brought on a further feeding problem. It 
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is a known fact that most of the hybrid corn 
is much harder than the open _ pollinated 
corn which, of course, means that every 
available method of making hybrid corn 
more digestible results in a higher percent- 
age of it being digested. There is no dis- 
puting the fact that many valuable proteins, 
minerals and vitamins go through the ani- 
mal unused and are wasted because the 
efficiency of the digestive tract is not suffi- 
ciently high enough to break down these 
valuable food elements and make them 
available for assimilation into the animal’s 
body. There is no question but what the 
animal’s digestive system needs some assis- 
tance in order to get the greatest possible 
use of the feed it eats. 

Working upon this theory, Dr. Macdonald 
a number of years ago developed from many 
exacting experiments, a feed supplement 
which he called Vitamized 
Metabolator. The word “Met- 
abolator” is a trade name be- 
ing derived from ‘“metabol- 
ism” which is the continuous 
process by which living cells 
or tissues undergo chemical 
change. In every day langu- 
age, Metabolator means an 
aid to digestion and assimila- 
tion. 

The effect of the introduc- 
tion of this feed into the ani- 
mal’s digestive tract is about 
as follows: As soon as the 
Vitamized Metabolator enters 
the animal’s mouth it acts 
upon the salivary glands and 
increases the flow of saliva.

A Visit to Argentina 
purpose of alternately resting one. 

After a forenoon in the saddle,- we had 
developed healthy appetites, and despite the 
fact that the time had slipped by unnoticed, 
because of our deep interest in what we 
were doing, we were glad to return to the 
estancia headquarters for luncheon. And 
what an enjoyable luncheon it was! Per- 
haps I can best describe it by giving you a 
general picture of the luncheon and dinner 
menus of Argentina. 

A special delicacy in Argentina, and one 
which is characteristic of the country, is the 
asada. And whether it is served in an 
estancia garden or as the rude meal of the 
goucho in the vast expanse of the pampa, it 
is a dish which is likely to cause the most 
temperate eater to overindulge. Not every 
asada is alike—it may consist of lamb, or 
it may be veal or beef. I think that the 
most delicious that we tasted during our 
entire stay in Argentina was a beef asada 
with the skin attached. 

How is the asada prepared? This is the 
way we saw some of them being made 
ready to serve: the carcass was impaled on 
two steel rods whose ends are stuck into 
the ground at the proper angle for a slow 
fire to do its most effective work. The pro- 
cess consumed several hours and required 
the services of a skilled asadero or cook. 
The asadero is garbed in the picturesque at- 
tire of the goucho, which means that he 
wears boots and the extremely baggy 
breeches known as bombachos, which are 
held in place by a broad leather belt studded 
with hundreds of silver coins of various de- 
nominations. A bright colored shirt, a 
scarf carelessly knotted around the throat 
and a broad, low-crowned hat nearly com- 
plete the costume, but not quite, for there 
is always the wicked looking knife stuck in 
the belt at the back.

This drink to some extent has the 
effect of a green salad in balancing the 
rich meat diet, and it is a very popular 
beverage of the South American countries, 
As I have before stated, the Argentines 
live well. Their tables are replete with the 
most appetizing foods one can imagine, and 
deliciously cooked. An example of a typical 
Argentine luncheon or dinner menu (and | 
could observe but very little difference in 
the completeness of the two meals) would 
be something like this: first, fimbres which 
are hardly hor d’oeuvres, for they consist of 
huge slices of ham, of beef, or turkey. Then, 
after you have taken the edge off your ap- 
petite with fimbres, squash, soup, and a 
plate of puchero, the real meal begins— 
stuffed turkey, asada, and lamb chops, fol- 
lowed by a variety of rich pastries. We 
liked the Argentine cooking. To me it is 
quite similar to that of our own South. Our 
hosts, particularly while we were at the 
estancias, took pains to serve all of the 
different foods which are characteristic of 
the country, and there was not one of these 
dishes which we did not thoroughly enjoy.

the late Dr. Fitch when commenting on the 
variation in the results secured between dif- 
ferent laboratories when making the blood 
test on blood samples against Bang’s di- 
sease. Dr. Fitch at one time collected test 
fluids or antigens used in testing blood 
samples from eighteen different labora- 
tories, and upon testing these test fluids or 
antigens he found that some were twenty 
times as concentrated as other test fluids. 
This would indicate that there could not 
possibly be a very close agreement between 
laboratories using different types of test 
fluid or antigens. Dr. Fitch concluded that 
if the test fliud or antigen were standard- 
ized to a certain concentration that it would 
probably have some improvement on the 
results secured when making the test of 
blood samples for Bang’s disease.

Laboratory workers at the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station found that 
they could not secure uniform results in 
making blood tests for Bang’s disease, and 
after making exhaustive studies of the vari- 
ations secured at their own laboratory they 
finally adopted the routine practice of us- 
ing three different test fluids or antigens in 
testing blood samples against Bang’s di- 
sease. These Kentucky experiment workers 
i.e. Good, Dimmock and Harms, made the 
foilowing statement: 

“It appears that the differences observed 
in the agglutination tests in this work may 
be because the strains differ in their agglu- 
tinative characters, subtypes being present 
within the group. The reaction of the serum 
on an infected animal to various antigens 
would then depend upon the agglutinative

character of the infecting organism. 
These results emphasize the importance of 
the typing of antigen strains and the use 
of strains representative of the various sub- 
types in the agglutination test.” 


Some Results Secured in States Where the 
Blood Test Has Been Extensively Used 
Even though the United States Depart- 

ment of Agriculture has now approved calf 
vaccination in the control of Bang’s disease 
and many breeders have proved in their own 
herds that it is more satisfactory in many 
badly infected herds to vaccinate mature 
animals than to sacrifice valuable breeding 
animals for slaughter simply because they 
may react to the blood test for Bang’s di- 
sease, the fact still remains that those 
states which have been the strongest advo- 
cates of the blood test and slaughter method 
have made no progress to speak of even 
though their program or plan has been in 
effect for many years. 

In the state of Illinois we have had a 
Bang’s disease control project for approxi- 
mately fifteen years, and it is quite likely 
that this project has cost the tax payers of 
this state a million dollars or more. (The 
last two year appropriations for their pay- 
ment of indemnity on cattle reacting to the 
test for Bang’s disease was $200,000.00, and 
there were large appropriations for the sev- 
eral years prior to this date.) In the report 
made by the Director of Agriculture in 1939 
it was reported that more than 11,000 herds 
were under supervision and that there was 
a total of 152 accredited Bang’s disease free 
herds in the state of Illinois. This would 
be less than 1%% clean herds in fifteen 
years. The prospects are that the results 
in the future by this plan would be no bet- 
ter than they have been in the past and 
probably not as good. 

The writer made some effort a few 
months ago to get the results from the 
state of Pennsylvania which has had a pro- 
gram for more than twenty years similar to

Results Secured by Herd Owners, 

The writer has discussed Bang’s disease he 
fore several dozen farm groups and grou 4 
of agricultural students during the past ie 
years, and in practically every meeting from 
one to several individuals have given thej: 
own experience with their attempt to contro) 
Bang’s disease in their herd by using the 
blood test and slaughter method. In mor 
than 90% of these reports the results hays 
been unsatisfactory and the owner has pot 
been able to clean up his herd by the usual 
blood test followed by slaughter of the re. 
acting animals. Reports of the failure t 
secure results by this method can be multi. 
plied thousands of times and every con. 
munity can supply a number of these herds 
where the results have been a total failure. 

In some instances some herds have been 
free from Bang’s disease as indicated by the 
blood test for as long as three or four years 
but later on a number of animals reacted 
without any apparent new source of infer. 
tion. In many such herds this breakdown oc. 
curred after many valuable animals had 
been sacrificed by slaughter. The principal 
reason that cattle owners have subjected 
their herds to the blood test at all was due 
to the fact that they could not ship breeding 
animais interstate without subjecting them 
to the blood test, and in many localities 
they could not dispose of their milk except 
their herd was tested for Bang’s disease in 
the usual manner prescribed by ordinance. 

It would not be out of place to report re- 
sults secured in one of the best known Ayr- 
shire herds in the United States.

Why the Blood Test 


the late Dr. Fitch when commenting on the 
variation in the results secured between dif- 
ferent laboratories when making the blood 
test on blood samples against Bang’s di- 
sease. Dr. Fitch at one time collected test 
fluids or antigens used in testing blood 
samples from eighteen different labora- 
tories, and upon testing these test fluids or 
antigens he found that some were twenty 
times as concentrated as other test fluids. 
This would indicate that there could not 
possibly be a very close agreement between 
laboratories using different types of test 
fluid or antigens. Dr. Fitch concluded that 
if the test fliud or antigen were standard- 
ized to a certain concentration that it would 
probably have some improvement on the 
results secured when making the test of 
blood samples for Bang’s disease.

Laboratory workers at the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station found that 
they could not secure uniform results in 
making blood tests for Bang’s disease, and 
after making exhaustive studies of the vari- 
ations secured at their own laboratory they 
finally adopted the routiue practice of us- 
ing three different test fluids or antigens in 
testing blood samples against Bang’s di- 
sease. These Kentucky experiment workers 
i.e. Good, Dimmock and Harms, made the 
following statement: 

“It appears that the differences observed 
in the agglutination tests in this work may 
be because the strains differ in their agglu- 
tinative characters, subtypes being present 
within the group. The reaction of the serum 
on an infected animal to various antigens 
would then depend upon the agglutinative

character of the infecting organism. 
These results emphasize the importance of 
the typing of antigen strains and the use 
of strains representative of the various sub- 
types in the agglutination test.” 


Some Results Secured in States Where the 
Blood Test Has Been Extensively Used 
Even though the United States Depart- 

ment of Agriculture has now approved calf 
vaccination in the control of Bang’s disease 
and many breeders have proved in their own 
herds that it is more satisfactory in many 
badly infected herds to vaccinate mature 
animals than to sacrifice valuable breeding 
animals for slaughter simply because they 
may react to the blood test for Bang’s di- 
sease, the fact still remains that those 
states which have been the strongest advo- 
cates of the blood test and slaughter method 
have made no progress to speak of even 
though their program or plan has been in 
effect for many years. 

In the state of Illinois we have had a 
Bang’s disease control project for approxi- 
mately fifteen years, and it is quite likely 
that this project has cost the tax payers of 
this state a million dollars or more. (The 
last two year appropriations for their pay- 
ment of indemnity on cattle reacting to the 
test for Bang’s disease was $200,000.00, and 
there were large appropriations for the sev- 
eral years prior to this date.) In the report 
made by the Director of Agriculture in 1939 
it was reported that more than 11,000 herds 
were under supervision and that there was 
a total of 152 accredited Bang’s disease free 
herds in the state of Illinois. This would 
be less than 1%% clean herds in fifteen 
years. The prospects are that the results 
in the future by this plan would be no bet- 
ter than they have been in the past and 
probably not as good. 

The writer made some effort a few 
months ago to get the results from the 
state of Pennsylvania which has had a pro- 
gram for more than twenty years similar to

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Results Secured by Herd Owners, 

The writer has discussed Bang’s disease be 
fore several dozen farm groups and grou : 
of agricultural students during the past few 
years, and in practically every meeting from 
one to several individuals have given their 
own experience with their attempt to control 
Bang’s disease in their herd by using the 
blood test and slaughter method. In more 
than 90% of these reports the results have 
been unsatisfactory and the owner has not 
been able to clean up his herd by the usual 
blood test followed by slaughter of the re. 
acting animals. Reports of the failure tp 
secure results by this method can be multi- 
plied thousands of times and every com- 
munity can supply a number of these herds 
where the results have been a total failure, 

In some instances some herds have heey 
free from Bang’s disease as indicated by the 
blood test for as long as three or four years 
but later on a number of animals reacted 
without any apparent new source of infec- 
tion. In many such herds this breakdown oc. 
curred after many valuable animals had 
been sacrificed by slaughter. The principal 
reason that cattle owners have subjected 
their herds to the blood test at all was due 
to the fact that they could not ship breeding 
animais interstate without subjecting them 
to the blood test, and in many localities 
they could not dispose of their milk except 
their herd was tested for Bang’s disease in 
the usual manner prescribed by ordinance. 

It would not be out of place to report re- 
sults secured in one of the best known Ayr- 
shire herds in the United States. This herd 
was the Folly Quarters Farm in Maryland.

similar results as those mentioned above. 
it is evident that even though state control 
officials and laboratory workers have dis- 
continued supplying information about the 
real results secured in the blood test, that 
it is no more effective today than it has 
been at any other time and it cannot be 
expected to give practical results in the con- 


trol of Bang’s disease. 


The Blood Test is Too Slow and Costly. 

The blood test in the control of Bang’s 
disease would not be practical for the rea- 
<on that it requires entirely too long a time 
in many badly infected herds to overcome 
most of the infection present and the re- 
peated testing of the animals of the herd 
at short intervals becomes quite costly to 
the owner. Research workers and live stock 
control officials have in many herds blood 
tested the cattle at monthly intervals over 
a considerable period of time. In some 
herds blood tests were made at intervals of 
only ten days under certain conditions, and 
it must be evident to the practical cattle 
owner that the time consumed and the ex- 
pense involved in making blood tests of an 
entire cattle herd, even though they were 
made only three or four times a year, is a 
procedure that the average herd owner 
would not follow through. 

On many farms where the cattle are not 
housed and where the milk cows are not 
trained to stanchions or on ranges where 
the cattle have not been handled, it is a 
very complicated procedure to blood test 
such animals. Even though the owner 
might be willing to carry on this work, it 
would be impossible to secure sufficient vet- 
erinarians to carry on a program through- 
out the United States in an effort to control 
Bang’s disease such as was done with tuber- 
culosis. 

The eradication of tuberculosis in cattle 
made very little progress as long as the old 
thermal or temperature test was used in 
detecting tuberculosis, for the reason that 
it required from twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours to completely test a herd of cattle. 
As soon as the intradermal test was de- 
veloped which made it possible to test sev- 
eral herds in twenty-four hours, the pro- 
gress was much greater. 

If and when a similar test to the intra- 
dermal test for use in tuberculosis is de- 
veloped and one that is as reliable as it, 
then and only then would it be practical to 
test cattle against Bang’s disease in an ef- 
fort to control the disease by removing the 
reactors, 

Even though some states have made a 
Serious attempt to control and eradicate 
Bang’s disease for almost twenty-five years 
by blood testing and slaughtering the re- 
actors, this disease is still on the increase 
and it remains the most important live stock 
disease problem we have in the United 
States today. It can only be prevented and 

eradicated by the use of more efficient and 
more practical methods which should be 
adopted by the state and federal live stock 
control officials at once.
